LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  4  states  as  follows: 

"Trading  in  extra  staple  cottcn  in  the  New  England  markets  held 
off  during  tho  past  week,  with  fill-in  lots  being  practically  tho 
entire  basis  of  tho  business.      Quotations  are  unchanged,  with 
some  tendency  toward  firmnass,  as  is  oxpectod  from  early  shipment 

movement  of  tho  crop. 

*  *  * 

"Inquiries  are  current,  but  fcr  very  small  lots,  and  for 
immediate  or  prompt  deliveries.      Lack  of  interest  is  largely  duo 
to  tho  poor  condition  of  the  cloth  trade,  which  sc  far  has  been 
very  dull.      Orders  have  not  developed  in  sufficient  vdumo  to  permit 
operations  to  expand.      At  present  it  is  d(  ubtful  if  even  50  per  cent 
of  capacity  is  being  run. 

"Early  receipts  if  this  season's  ci  tttn  has  mot  with  favcrablo 
approval  ami  ng  brokers  and  ct  tton  mill  men.      It  is  said  tc  possess 
good  character,  and  will  spin  better  than  any  cotton  that  has  been 
available  during  tho  past  decade.      Under  ordinary  ccnditions  this 
superiority  w< uld  be  reflected  in  better  prices,  it  is  stated.

'•Cotton"  cf  Manchester,  issue  of  Septamber  19,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  tho  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  of  Alexandria,  dated 
September  3:- 

"Uppors.  -  In  Upper  Egypt,  picking  has  c<:mmonc3d  in  a  small  scale 
everywhere,  but  results  are  n..  t  altogether  satisfact:  ry;  fairly 
important  damage  has  been  sustained  in  cortain  districts  towards 
tho  end  cf  August  as  a  result  cf  abnormal  weather  conditions. 

"Domand  from  spinners  has  been  very  poor,  but  this  is  oxplained 
by  tho  fact  that  financial  conditions  in  more  than  one  ce nsuming 
centre  are  going  from  bad  to  worse. 

"Sakel.  -  Tho  decline  in  Sakol  has  been  mere  accentuated  than  that 
in  Uppers,  and  for  the  first  time  fcr  many  yoars  the  difference 
between  Saicel  and  Ashmcuni  has  narrowed  to  less  than  (3.  One 
would  have  thought  that  the  comparative  cheapness  cf  Sakol  wculd 
have  attracted  spinnors*  attention,  but  such  has  net  been  the  case, 
at  least  up  to  the  present. 

"The  demand  from  spinners  continues  to  be  insignificant,  cr  ono 
might  almc st  say  nil. 

"News  cf  the  cr(  p  in  Lower  Egypt  is,  cn  the  whele,  fairly  good, 
and  the  general  idea  is  that  the  yield  per  feddan  will  bo  slightly 
larger  than  last  year."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  Now  Bidford  Standard  of  October  11  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staplo  cotton  trading  in  Not  England  markots  continued  on 
a  lev;  level  this  week,  with  small  lets  being  the  only  transactions. 
Mills  are  still  buying  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis,  and  since  operatic ns 
are  at  about  the  lowest  point  this  year,  interest  in  cottcn  is 
correspondingly  lew. 

"Operations  failed  te  expand  this  week,  and  as  yet  cloth  business 
has  not  picked  up  in  any  groat  degree.      Tho  withdrawal  of  the  price 
guarantee  cn  ray.  n  yarns  last  weok  had  an  unsettling  effect  on  tho 
confidence  mill  men  had  in  a  quick  roccvory  for  fine  goods.  Never- 
theless, the  upturn  in  ccarso  clcths  early  this  weok  is  leckod  upen 
as  a  significant  change,  since  mevement  in  cearse  clcths  usually 

precedes  similar  improvement  in  fine  goeds.

"In  spite  of  the  unfaverable  <  utlcek,  several  transactions  were 
reported  in  fair  sized  lots,  some  in  shert  cotton,  and  others  for 
the  staplo  lengths.      Tiro  fabric  makers'  buying  has  been  a  little 
less,  but  with  tho  renewal  of  operations  by  one  large  unit,  increased 

purchasing  from  this  eouroo  will  bo  felt  shortly.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  cf  Soptembor  26,  1931,  contains  tho 
following  dispatch  from  the  Socioto  C. tonniere  d' Egypt a,  S.A.E., 
Succrs.  de  la  Maisen  G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  September  17th:- 

"Acccrding  to  Government  advices  the  attack  f r>  m  tho  bcllworms 
has  been  mere  severe  than  is  normal,  especially  in  Lcwor  Egypt. 
Tho  crop  has  undr  ubtedly  sufforod  considerably  during  tho  last 
throe  woeks,  but  as  prospects  wore  exceedingly  bright,  tho  recent 
deterioration  has  boon  if  far  greater  effect  than  it  wculd 
otherwiso  have  been.      Last  week  groat  dampness  was  again  prevalent, 
and  complaints  of  morning  fogs  have  boon  cf  daily  occurrence. 

"Nevertheless  as  yield  results  in  several  instances  ara  higher 
than  last  yoar,  it  can  be  said  that  the  crop  has  net  rocaivod 
hard  knocks  everywhere,  and  the  groat  damago  appears  tc  have  sot 
in  whore  heavy  watering  was  administered  after  the  Nile  flocd." 


THE  COTTON  MARKET  IE  EGYPT. 

"Gotten"  cf  Manchester,  issue  of  Soptembor  26,  c.  ntains  tho 
following  dispatch  from  tho  Alexandria  Commercial  Co.  of  Alexandria, 
dated  Soptembor  17th:- 

"Uppors  -    Tho  majority  cf  ginning  factories  in  Upper 

Egypt  have  cemmonced  working  since  15th  instant,  and  during  the 
next  few  days  wo  may  expect  arrivals  cf  an  increasingly  important 
volume.      The  probability  is  that  as  seen  as  this  cettcn  reaches 
Alexandria,  it  will  bo  t fferod  for  sale  and  the  censoquent  hedging 
with  futures  must  exorcise  a  certain  amount  ef  pressure  cn  the 
market;  this  pressure  will  make  itself  felt  tc  a  larger  or  smaller 
degree  according  to  the  demand  from  spinners.  .  .  * 

"Sakel.  -  This  market  has  boon  fairly  active  as  a  result  cf  heavy 
speculative  buying;  thoro  are  no  spocial  reasons  to  justify  these 
purchases  but  we  presume  they  are  based  cn  the  cheapness  of  Sakel 
prices  and  cn  the  rumours  which  are  circulating  tc  the  effect 
that  tho  Gt vernmont  will  possibly  decide  upon  a  further  restriction 
of  tho  acroage  to  bo  planted  in  this  variety  of  cettcn  next  year. 
As  is  well  knewn,  tho  Egyptian  Government  has  approached  the

"Domand  fcr  extra  staple  cotton  in  tha  Now  England  markets  during 
the  past  woek  showad  little  signs  of  increasing,  with  small  lots 
ruling  tho  trading.      Of  chief  interest,  however,  was  the  general 
mark-up  in  the  basis,  made  by  mi  st  brokers,  amounting  to  about  25 
points  on  tho  average,  and  extending  to  50  p< ints  in  some  cases. 
This  failed  tc  stimulate  buying,  hewevar,  on  acccunt  of  the  slew 

stata  of  tho  clcth  trade.

"Reports  frcm  tho  South  agree  that  most  cotton  is  being  held, 
only  about  25  per  cent  cf  the  crop  being  offered  fcr  salo.      Of  all 
Scuthern  states  Taxas  is  the  only  cne  where  offerings  have  been  made 
frooly.      Tha  policy  of  withholding  tho  bulk  of  tho  crcp  is  basad 
on  tho  expectation  that  higher  prices  v/ill  bo  realized  later  in  tho 
season  whon  mills  are  coming  into  the  market,  and  becausa  it  is 
folt  that  tho  staple  cotton  situation  is  inherently  stronger  than 
tho  short  types  which  set  the  markot. 

"Clcth  manufacturing  activity  is  still  at  a  lew  levol,  and  hence 
tho  fundamental  basis  of  cotton  buying  is  not  present.      Mills'  need 
fcr  cotton  is  not  great,  n;  r  very  pressing.      Hence  hand  to  m.uth 
buying. 

"Tire  fabric  manufacturing  interests  purchased  inch  and  inch  and 
l-32d  Cv  tton  in  Bcstcn  market,  according  to.  reports.  Pima  numbar 
twos  racvod  in  small  volume. 

"Asking  prices  for  Pimas  are  as  fcllews:    Number  cnos,  20  cents, 
and  fcr  number  twos,  18-l/2  cents.      Very  little  trading  is  going 
cn,  and  prices  are  inclined  tc   ba  scft.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  PIMA  AND  IMPORTED 
EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  SEPTEMBER,  1931. 

The  Bureau  tf  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
Egyptian  (Pima)  cctton  during  the  mcnth  cf  September  as  1,784  bales 
cf  500  pounds  gross  weight,  cc mpared  with  1,252  bales  in  August  and 
1,355  bales  in  July.      Tho  mill  censumptien  of  impcrted  Egyptian 
cotton  is  reported  as  having  been  7,096  bales  in  Septembor,  compared 
with  5,675  bales  in  August  and  7,740  bales  in  July. 


THE  NEW  CROP  IE  EGYPT. 

"Ccttcn"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  Octcbor  3,  1931,  ccntains  the 
following  dispatch  frcm  the  S^cieto  Cctcnnioro  d'Egypte,  S.A.E., 
Succrs.  do  la  Mai  son  G.  D.  Sarris,  c  f  Alexandria,  datod  September  24th 

"Picking  is  new  general  in  Lcwer  Egypt  and  farmers  report  that 
the  yield  per  foddan  will  bo  considerably  lewer  than  last  seascn, 
particularly  with  Nahda,  Maarad  and  Zagcra  crops.      These  varieties 
havo  suffered  during  this  month's  grewth  while  Sakols  and  Pilion 
cotton  have  c  ntinuod  mere  normally.      It  is  yet  too  early  tc  rope rt 
on  the  quality  ef  any  cf  these  growths,  nevertheless  the  higher  grades 
will  no  doubt  be  scarce  and  less  in  quantity  compared  with  the  last 
crcp,  which  is  mainly  clue  to  the  lack  (  f  funds  to  affcrd  careful 
attention  and  labcur  tc  picking. 

"In  Upper  Egypt  tho  yield  is  also  considerably  lower  than  was 
expected;  in  the  Beni  Suef  araa  seme  crops  have  given  as  much  as 
20  per  cent,  loss  cetton  per  feddan  as  ccmpared  with  last  year.  The 
early  arrivals  were  found  to  be  inforicr  in  staple  but  later  pickings 
show  seme  improvement."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  25  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  trading  in  the  Now  England  area  continuod 
on  a  quiet  basis  during  the  past  week,  as  mills  stayod  out  of  the 
market  pending  activity  in  the  cloth  markots.      Very  little 
interest  was  found  for  cotton  offerings.      Quotations  were  at 
about  the  same  levels,  with  many  large  houses  firmly  maintaining 
their  position  higher  than  the  market. 

"Very  little  cotton  is  available,  according  to  brokers  who 
state  that  half  of  the  crop  and  more,  is  being  withheld, 'and  is 
not  available  at  any  price  close  to  present  quotations.  Mill 
men,  however,  feel  that  with  the  weight  of  the  crop  movement 
there  will  bo  ample  for  thoir  needs.
